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Report of the Joint Committee 

1. the Chairman of the Joint Committee to which the *BiIl to 
consolidate and amend the law relating to the municipal govern¬ 
ment of Delhi was referred, having been authorised to submit the 
report on their behalf, present this their Report, with the Bill as 
amended by the Committee annexed thereto. 

2 . The Bill was introduced in the Lok Sabha on the 7th Septem¬ 
ber, 1957. The motion for reference of the Bill to a Joint Com¬ 
mittee of the Houses {vide Appendix I) was moved by the Home 
Minister, Shri Govind Ballabh Pant, on the 9th September, 1957 
and was discussed in Lok Sabha and adopted on the same day. 

3. The Rajya Sabha discussed the motion on the 12th and 13th 
September, 1957 and concurred in the said motion on the 13th 
September, 1957 (vide Appendix II). 

4. The Committee held ten sittings in all. 

5. The Committee at their first and second sittings held on the 
9 th and 10th October, 1957, had a preliminary discussion on the 
provisions of the Bill. 

6 . At the third sitting held on the 11th October, 1957, the Com¬ 
mittee also heard the evidence tendered by Shri R. N. Agarwala, 
President, Delhi Municipal Committee. 

The Committee have decided to lay the evidence tendered 
before them on the Table of the House in extenso. 

7. The Committee considered the Bill clause by clause at their 
sittings held on the 10th, 11th, 12th, 14th, 15th, 16th, 17th and 18th 
October, 1957. 

8 . Seven memoranda/resolutions/comments on the Bill were 
received by the Committee from different bodies as mentioned in 
Appendix III.

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9. The Committee considered and adopted the Report on the 8th 
November, 1957. 

10. The observations of the Committee with regard to the 
principal changes proposed in the Bill are detailed in the succeed¬ 
ing paragraphs. 

11. Clause 2.— 

(1) Item (4).—As the bye-laws will be made by publication 

in the official Gazette, the making of such publication 
has been expressly provided In this Item. 

(2) Original item (9).^—In view of the suggestion for the 

creation of the office of alderman, the definition of 
“councillor” has been omitted and a definition of 
“member” of the Corporation has been given in item 
27 to cover both councillor and alderman. 

(3) Item (34).—detailed definition has been substituted 

to avoid any practical difficulty. 

(4) Item (46).—A reference to “cess” has been inserted In 

the definition. 

(5) Items (48) & (51).—^As rules and regulations will be 

made by publication in the official Gazette, such pub¬ 
lication has been expressly provided in these Items. 

(6) Item (62).—The Committee feel that the definition of 

“vehicle" should include specific mention of “cycle 
rikshaw” and “auto rikshaw”. The item has been 
amended accordingly. 

12. Clause 3.—The Committee consider that the corporation 
should consist of both councillors and aldermen. The number of 
councillors at the time of the establishment of the Corporation 
should be eighty and of aldermen six, and out of the eighty seats 
of councillors, twelve should be reserved for the members of the 
Scheduled Castes. 

The Committee however feel that if on the completion of each 
census it appears that the total population represented by one 
councillor is more than 20,000, then the number of councillors 
should be correspondingly increased in the proportion of one seat 
for not more than 20,000 of the population subject, however, to the 
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provision that the total number of councillors should not exceed 
one himdred and should not be less than eighty. The number of 
seats reserved for scheduled castes should also be increased in 
proportion to the increase in their population. 

The number of aldermen should, however, always remain six. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

13. Clause 4.—The Committee feel that the extension in the 
term of office of councillors and aldermen, whenever made under 
this clause, should cover all the members of the Corporation and 
should not be confined to any individual member. The reason for 
the extension should be specified in the notification. 

The Committee further feel that the total period of such exten¬ 
sion should not exceed one year. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

14. 'Clause 5.—The Committee feel that the wards into which 
Delhi shall be divided for the purpose of election of councillors 
should be multi-member wards. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

15. Clause 7— [Sub-claitse (1)].—The Committee feel that only 
those persons who are registered as voters for election to the House 
of the People should be entitled to vote for election to the Corpora¬ 
tion. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

16. Clause 9.—Sub-clauses (1) (d) and (1) (e) have been re¬ 
drafted to make the Intention deer and consequently sub-clause (2) 
(b) has been omitted, being unnecessary. 

In sub-clause (2) (b) it has been made clear that a person shall 
not be deemed to hold any office of profit under the Corporation 
by reason only that he is, as the Mayor or a Deputy Mayor or a 
member of the Corporation, in receipt of any allowances granted or 
in enjoyment of any facility provided by the Corporation. 

The Committee have in sub-clause (1) (k) raised the period of 
disqualification by one year. 

17. Clause 10.—Sub-clause (2) has been recast to make the in¬ 
tention clear. 
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18. Clause 13— (New clause). —This clause provides the mode of 
election of the six aldermen Immediately after the general election 
of councillors. A candidate who failed to be elected as a councillor 
In the immediately preceding election shall not be entitled to stand 
as a candidate at any election of an alderman. 

19. Clause 16 (Original clause 15).—The Committee feel that 
“returned candidate” should be defined. 

Necessary provision has been inserted accordingly. 

20. Clause 17 (Original clause 16).—Sub-clause (2) (b) has been 
omitted, being unnecessary. 

21. Clause 22 (Original clause 21).—New items (6) and (7) 
have been included in the list of corrupt practices under this 
clause. 

22. Clause 24 (Original clause 23).—It has been made clear that 
no member of the police force should do any act in furtherance of 
the prospects of election of a candidate. 

23. Clause 26 (Original clause 25).—The Committee feel that 
offences imder this clause should be made cognizable. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

24. Clause 31 (Original clause 30).— 

(I) In item (d) after the word “refunded” the words “to candi¬ 
dates or forfeited to the Corporation” have been inserted. 

(II) New item (1) has been inserted in the clause for framing 
rules regarding the manner of election of aldermen. 

(ill) The Committee consider that the nomination papers of- 
candidates may preferably be scrutinised by a judicial officer so as 
to reduce improper rejection of nomination papers to the minimum 
and recommend that the desirability of making necessary provision 
in this respect in the rules may be considered by the Government. 

25. Clause 33 (Original clause 32).—In sub-clause (2) the 
period upto which a councillor may be absent without permission 
has been reduced from six months to three months. 

26. Clause 36 (Original clause 35).—The Cbmmlttee feel that 
the Deputy Mayor should also get certain facilities.

'the clause has been suitably amended. 
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27. Clause 37 (Original clause 36).—The clause has been 

amended from the drafting point of view. 

28. Clause 38 (Original clause 37).—The Committee feel that 
the letter of resignation of the Mayor and the Deputy Mayor should 
be delivered to the Secretary and not to the Commissioner. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

29. Clause 39 (Original clause 38).—^The Committee feel that it 
should be a function of the Rural Areas Committee to make re¬ 
commendation to the Corporation and not simply to advise it in 
relation to the various matters specified in sub-clause (3) (a). The 
Committee also feel that the Corporation should consult the 
Rural Areas Committee on all matters affecting the rural areas 
before taking any action in relation thereto. 

There should also be an Education Committee of the Corpora¬ 
tion on which not more than three outside educational experts 
should be nominated. 

Necessary provisions have been inserted in the clause. 

30. Clause 40 (Original clause 39).—The Committee feel that the 
Corporation may be enabled to appoint Ward Area Committees for 
the discharge of any functions which the Corporation may entrust 
to them. 

Necessary provision has been made in the clause. 

31. Clause 42 (Original clause 41).—The Committee feel that 
the functions of laying out or maintaining public parks, gardens, 
etc., and of maintaining the fire brigade, which have been shown as 
discretionary functions of the Corporation, should be its obligatory 
functions and should therefore be transferred to this clause. 

The Committee further feel that the maintenance of monuments 
or memorials already vested in the local bodies in Delhi or which 
may hereafter be vested in the Corporation should be an obliga¬ 
tory function of the Corporation 

Similarly, the construction, repair and maintenance of embank¬ 
ments, and the supply, storage, and control of water for agricul¬ 
tural purposes, should be added as an obligatory function of the 
Corporation. 

The clause has been amended accordingly.

32. Clause 43 (Original clause 42).— 

(1) Item (a). —It has been made clear that education includes 
cultural and physical educatioir 

(2) Original items (e) and (j). —^These items have been trans¬ 
ferred to clause 42 and have conaiequently been omitted in this 
clause. 

(3) Original item (i). —Establia jnent of theatres and cinemas 
has been included in this item. 

(4) Original item (1). —^Provision for the construction and main¬ 
tenance of asylums for persons of unsound mind has been inserted 
in this item. 

(5) The Committee have added 10 more items in the discre¬ 
tionary fimctions of the Corporation imder this clause." 

33. Clause 45 (Original clause 44).—The Committee feel that 
the membership of the Standing Committee should be raised to 
fourteen. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

34. Clause 50 (Original clause 49).—The Committee feel that 
the number of elected members of the three Committees specified 
in the clause should, for the present, remain imchanged, but the 
Central Government may be empowered to raise it to any figure 
not exceeding six after the exnlry of the first term of the Corpora¬ 
tion. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

35. Clause 54 (Original clause 53).—The Committee feel that 
the term of office of the Commissioner should not be coterminus 
with the term of the members and may be raised to five years. 

Besides, the Commissioner should not get an extension of more 
than one year at a time. 

Provision has also been inserted for giving a reasonable notice 
to the Corporation before requiring it to replace the services of the 
Commissioner at the disposal of the Government. 

In sub-clause 3(a) the majority required for the removal of the 
Commissioner has been reduced to three-fifths. 

The clause has been amended accordingly.

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36. Clause 56 {Original clause 55).—The Committee feel that 
leave may be granted to the Commissioner by the Standing Com¬ 
mittee. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

37. Clause 60 (Original clause 59).^—In sub-clause (3), the 
majority required for the removal of the General Manager (Electri¬ 
city) and the General Manager (Transport) has been reduced to 
three-fifths. 

38. Clause 64 (Original clause 63).—Sub-clause (2) has been 
recast to make it clear that the General Manager (Transport) shall 
perform such other functions of the Transport undertaking as may 
be required by the Delhi Transport Committee and the Corporation 

39. Clause 73 (Original clause 72).—The Committee feel that the 
first meeting of the Corporation should be convened not by the 
Commissioner, but by the Administrator. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

40. Clause 74 (Original clause 73).—Provisions relating to the 
registered address of the members have been deleted. 

41. Clause 77 (Original clause 76).—The amendment made in 
this clause is of a drafting nature. 

The Committee recommend that provision should be made in the 
rules for the election of Mayor by secret ballot. 

42. Clause 78 (Original clause 77).—The number of members 
who may demand voting on any resolution has been reduced from 
five to four. 

43. Clause 80 (Original clause 79).—The clause has been amended 
to make the intention clear. 

44. Clause 81 (Original clause 80).—The Committee feel that the 
Commissioner need not answer a question which asks for information 
which has been communicated to him in confidence or if, in the 
opinion of the Mayor, its disclosure is not in public interest or the 
interest of the Corporation. 


Sub-clause (6) has been amended accordingly. 
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[45. Clause 84 {Original clause 83).—The Committee feel that 
while the Corporation should make regulations for the conduct of 
business at the meetings of Standing Committees and other Com¬ 
mittees including special Committees, the ad hoc Committees should 
regulate their own procedure. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

46. Clause 86 {Original clause 85).—The Committee feel that the 
minutes of the proceedings of the meetings should be circulated to 
all members of the Corporation. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

47. Clause 90 {Original clause 89).—The Committee feel that so 
far as the creation of temporary posts for not more than six months 
is concerned, the power should be exercised by the Commissioner 
and the two General Managers where the minimum monthly salary 
is less than Rs. 250/- and in other cases the Standing or other 
Committees concerned. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

48. Clause 92 {Original clause 91).—The Committee feel that so 
far as appointment to posts is concerned, the power of the Com¬ 
missioner and the two General Managers should be confined to 
posts with a minimum monthly salary of less than Rs. 350/- and 
that in the other cases the power should vest in the Corporation 
and the Committees mentioned in sub-clause (a) (1). 

The Committee further feel that the claims of members of the 
Scheduled Castes should be taken into consideration consistently with 
the maintenance of efficiency of administration, in making of appoint 
ment to services and posts in the Corporation. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

49. Clause 95 {Original clause 94) .—The amendment made in this 
clause is of a clarfficatory nature. 

( 50 . Clause 96 {Original clause 95).—The Committee feel that the 
appointment to the posts of General Manager (Electricity) and the 
General Manager (Transport) should also be made in consultation 
with the Union Public Service Commission. 

The clause has been amended accordingly.

61. Clause 98 (Original clause 97).—The Committee feel that 
regulations prescribing the manner of selection for appointment to 
posts carrying a minimum monthly salary of less than Rs. 350/- 
should be made In consultation with the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission. 

Suitable provision has been made in this clause accordingly. The 
other amendments made in this clause are clarlficatory in nature. 

52. Clause 107 (Original clause 106).—^The Committee feel that 
deposit of the surplus money should be confined to the State Bank 
of India end Scheduled Banks to be selected by the Corporation. 

63. Clause 110 (Original clause 109).—The Committee feel that the 
Standing Committees should be given the power to reduce the 
amount of a budget grant or to sanction the transfer of any amoimt 
within the grant subject to the condition that when a reduction 
exceeds Rs, 500/- it should be reported to the Corporation. 

The Committee also feel that the Commissioner should be given 
the power to transfer any amoimt not exceeding Rs. 5,000/- with¬ 
in a minor head if such a transfer does not involve a recurring 
liability, but every transfer exceeding Rs. 500/- should be reported 
to the Standing Committees. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

54. Clause 114 (Original clause 113).—The Committee feel that 
the Corporation should have the power to exempt any lands or build¬ 
ings of which the ratable value does not exceed Rs. 100/-, from the 
levy of the general tax. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

55 . Clause 115 (Original clause 114).—The amendments made in 
this clause are clarlficatory and consequential in nature. 

56. Clause 126 (Original clause 125),—The Commissioner should 
vary the assessment of ratable value only for adequate reasons. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

57. Clause 137 (Original clause 136).—The Committee feel that 
vehicles and animals belonging either to the Central Government, or 
to the Corporation used solely for public purposes, vehicles intended 
exclusively for the conveyance free of charge of the Injured, the sick 
or the dead, and children’s perambulators or tricycles, should be 
exempted from the levy of the tax. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 
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58. ClatLse 140 (Original clause 139),—The Comraittee feel that 
exemption in respect of theatre-tax should be provided on the same 
lines as in respect of the entertainments-tax except that no provision 
need be made relating to deduction of expenses for any performance 
or show.

61. Clause 164 (Original clause 163).—The Committee feel that no 
remission or refund of water-tax need be allowed unless the person 
concerned has applied in proper time for the stoppage of water-supply 
to any land or building, or unless the Commissioner is otherwise 
satisfied' 

A proviso has been added to the clause accordingly. 

62. Clause 171 (Original clause 170).—The proviso to the clause 
has been recast to make the intention clear. 

63. Clause 174 (Original clause 173).—The Committee feel that 
all cases of writing off of irrecoverable debts should be reported by 
the Commissioner to the Standing Committee. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

64. Clauses 177 and 181 (Original clauses 176 and 180).—These 
clauses have been amended so as to delete the provision for the 
exemption of any person or property or goods and have been made 
applicable only to any class of persons or any class of property or 
goods, as the case may be. 

65. Clause 178 (Original clause 177).—The Committee feel that 
the Central Government should be given the power to increase the 
rate of terminal tax to not more than treble the rates specified hr the 
Schedule. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 
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66 . Clause 200 (Original clause 199).—The Committee feel that all 
cases of transaction undertaken by the Commissioner under items 
(a) and (b) should be reported by him to the Standing Committee 
and the Corporation respectively. 

Suitable provision has been inserted in the clause. 

The other amendments made in this clause are meant to make the 
intention clear. 

67. Clause 206 (Original clause 205).—The Committee feel that 
the annual report of the Municipal Chief Auditor, along with a brief 
statement of the action taken thereon, should be submitted by the 
Commissioner to the Central Government. 

The clause has been recast accordingly. 

68 . Clause 217 (Original clause 216).—The Committee feel that 
the terms and conditions under which water may be supplied for 
purposes other than domestic purposes should be laid down In the 
bye-laws. 

The clause has been recast accordingly. 

69. Clause 225 (Original clause 224).—The proviso to the clause 
has been omitted, being unnecessary. 

70. Clause 303 (Original clause 302).—The Committee feel that 
previous sanction of the Standing Committee should be obtained 
before the Commissioner prohibits access to premises from any 
particular public street carrying high speed vehicular traffic. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

71. Clause 334 (OriginM clause 333).—Sub-clause (1) (f) has 
been omitted, being unnecessary. 

72. Clause 337 (Original clause 336).—The Committee feel that 
in the case of an application for the re-erection of building etc-, 
which comes within the purview of clause 331 (b), the sanction ol 
the Commissioner should be communicated within a period of 
thirty days. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

73. Clause 341 (Original clause 340).—The proviso has been omit¬ 
ted, being unnecessary, 

74. Clause 358 (Original clause 357).—The words “for any reason 
whatsoever” are unnecessary and have been omitted. 
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75. Clause 369 (New clause). —The Committee feel that the Com¬ 
missioner should be empowered to take suitable action for prevent¬ 
ing construction of insanitary huts or sheds. 

The clause has been inserted accordingly. 

76. Clause 373 (Original clause 371).—The Committee feel that 
disinfection by plastering of building should also be provided. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

77. (Original clauses 375 and 376).—The Committee feel that the 
provisions of these clauses may cause unnecessary hardship to 
washermen. 

The clauses have, therefore, been omitted. 

78. Clause 407.—In sub-clause 2(a) the word “rehglous” has been 
added before the word “festival”. 

79. Clause 411.—The clause has been recast so as to make a pro¬ 
vision to the effect that no animal or article shall be sold within a 
distance of one hundred yards of any market without the permis¬ 
sion of the Commissioner, 

80. Clause 433.—The Committee feel that if it becomes necessary 
for a person authorised by the Municipal Authorities to enter any 
place by breaking open a door, gate, etc., he may do so, but he should 
be accompanied by two witnesses of the locality, and all such cases 
should be reported to the Standing Committee. 

The clause has been recast accordingly. 

81. Clause 435.—The clause has been amended so as to apply only 
if the slaughter is in contravention of the provisions of the Act or 
any bye-law made thereunder. 

82. Clause 463.—As the clause creates a penal offence, the Com¬ 
mittee feel that it should specify the punishment also. 

The clause has been recast accordingly. 

83. Clause 469.—The Committee are of the view that the magist¬ 
rates should have the power to try offences under the other laws 
also. 

The clause has been amended accordingly.

84. Clause 473.—The amendment made in this clause is of a 
drafting nature. 

85. Clause 475.—The clause has been amended to cover attempts 
to commit offences. 

86 . Clause 478.—Sub-clause (2) has been omitted, being unneces¬ 
sary. 

87. Clause 490.—The Committee feel that the order for the super- 
session of the Corporation should be laid on the Table of Parliament 
and the wordings of sub-clause (2) (d) should be so amended as to 
provide that the elections may be held before the expiration of that 
period of supersession. 

The clause has been amended accordingly. 

88 . Clause 507.—Item (c) has been revised to provide that only 
such portion of the proceeds of the property tax shall be payable to 
the gaon panchayat as the Corporation may determine, after deduct¬ 
ing the cost of collection. 

89. Clause 510.—The Committee feel that the terms and condi¬ 
tions of service of any employee transferred under this clause 
should not be altered to his disadvantage without the previous 
approval of the Central Government. 

The clause has been suitably amended. 

90. The Third Schedule. —^The Committee feel that the amount of 
tax leviable in respect of certain items Is high and it has been 
reduced in respect of two-wheeled labour carts, cycle rlkshaw, 
bicycle, camel, donkey, pig, she-buffalo and cows kept for milking. 
The tax in respect of four-wh"eled labour carts has been increased. 

91. The Fourth Schedule. —^Trne Committee feel that the classi¬ 
fication of cinema theatres into class I and class II should be made 
by bye-laws made in this behalf. 

“Circus” has been transferred to item 3. 

The Schedule has been amended accordingly. 

92. The Sixth Schedule. —The Committee consider that if any 
building application is rejected, only five per cent, of the tax should 
be retained and the balance should be refunded. 

The Schedule has been amended accordingly. 
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93. The Ninth Schedule .—The period for the payment of the 
arrears of tax after the receipt of the notice of sale, has been raised 
to 10 days. 

94. The Tenth Schedule .—The Committee feel that the rates of 
tennlnal tax on goods had not been fixed on any rational basis and 
recommended that the Government may take early action to revise 
them, 

95. The Eleventh Schedule .—The Committee feel that no licence 
should be required for use of any premises for purposes of carrying 
out any trade without the aid of mechanical or electrical power 
relating to cloth yam or leather printing, keeping of pan shop, tallor- 
ing abop, carrying on trade of book-binding, cane working, cycle 
repairing etc. 

The Schedule has been amended accordingly. 

96. The Joint Committee recommend that the Bill as amended 
be passed.

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Minutes of Dissent 

I 

The States Reorganisation Commission recommended Municipal 
Autonomy in the form of a Corporation as "the right and in fact the 
only solution of the problem of Delhi State.” 

The Delhi Municipal Corporation Bill, neither ensures autonomy 
to the proposed Corporation nor extends Its jurisdiction to the whole 
of Delhi State. 

Planned development of the state has been denied to the proposed 
body and is to be undertaken by a nominated body of the Central 
Government. 

WhUe the Mayor and Deputy Mayor, elected from amongst the 
councillors have no more than decorative functions, the Commis¬ 
sioner, a nominee of the Centtal Government, is sought to be entrus¬ 
ted the entire executive power for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of the proposed Act. 

The powers acquired by the Central Government for direction 
and control of the Corporation are to say the least arbitrary. That 
this is sought to be done over and above the power to nominate the 
chief executive, and to require of him not to undertake any work 
unconnected with his office without the sanction of not only the 
Corporation but also the Central Government, makes the autonomy 
of the Corporation a farce. 

In spite of loud homages that are paid by the Government to the 
concept of decentralisation of power and the need to develop initia¬ 
tive at the roots, the proposed bill is an essay in centralism. No 
provision has been made for ward councils whereby the citizens of 
a ward could have direct say in the direction of their own munlcipEil 
needs and affairs. The Gram Sabhas could meet this need in the 
rural areas. These bodies could not only give better practical advice 
but also undertake and execute the Corporation programmes for their 
respective areas, 

To meet the deficiencies of the bill and to make it a democratic 
measure that would bring out the best of the residents of the Delhi 
State, the following provisions must be made and the bill amended 
accordingly: — 

1. New Delhi and the Cantonment area should be included in 
the jurisdiction of the Corporation. 
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2. All the functions of the proposed D.D.A. should be trans¬ 

ferred to the Corporation. A committee of the Corpora¬ 
tion can carry on this task, with the help of experts who 
may be appointed by the Central Government. 

3. The Mayor should be empowered to execute all directions 

of the Corporation, and all work be carried on In his 
name. The Commissioner be appointed by the Mayor, 
and the terms of his service etc., be fixed by the Cor¬ 
poration. As a safeguard it may be made obligatory 
that the appointment be confirmed by U.P.S.C. The 
Commissioner may be dismissed by a majority vote of 
the Corporation. 

4. That the Corporation be free to undertake any programme 

not against the provisions of this Act without the sanc¬ 
tion of the Central Government. 

5. That control on the Corporation be exercised through the 

Parliament. 

8 . Provision be made for the Ward Councils and their election 
take place simultaneously with the election of coun¬ 
cillors. 

7. Advice of Rural Committee be binding as regards taxes dis¬ 

tinctly pertaining to the rural area. 

8 . All villages whether at present imder District Board, or 

Municipality or Notified Area Committee be included 
in rural area for the purposes of the proposed Cor¬ 
poration.

I am sorry that I have to submit this note of dissent on the report 
of the Joint Committee on the Delhi Municipal Corporation BUI, 
1957 and also The Delhi Development Bill, 1957. I believe that on 
matters like the civic administration, there should be no room for 
political considerations and we should approach the question only 
from the point of view of giving more and more power to the people 
so that they may play a dominant role in moulding the civic Jlle of 
the area concerned. This does not mean that the question of efficient 
administration should be ignored. But in a democracy, where ultl 
mately the will of the people prevails, there is no reason to feel that 
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if their representatives in larger sphere can dlscheirge their duties 
and responsibilities efficiently, the people at a lower level would not 
be able to rise equal to the expectation. 

I approach the problem entirely from this point of view. I am 
glad to note that in the Joint Committee, full scope was given for 
discussion of all suggestions, but still I am unable to agree on some 
importance matters. Following is a brief note indicating my dis¬ 
agreement on some main points: — 

(1) Exclusion of Now Delhi—^There is no justification to exclude 
some portions of New Delhi from the jurisdiction of the proposed 
Corporation, Even a proposal to limit it only to an area adjoining 
the Rashtrapati Bhawan, Parliament House, and the Secretariat, if 
at all it was needed, was not acceptable. It is argued that in the 
beginning the Corporation should not be handicapped by carrying 
a burden such as the Government buildings in this area which will 
not be liable to taxation. This can very well be met by a suitable 
grant from the Central Government instead of depriving aU inhabi¬ 
tants the right to participate in civic affairs. 

In this connection I want to quote here the view of the States 
Reorganisation Commission; on page 160 of the report they say: — 
“Delhi is now an integrated and vast metropolis with urban 
population of nearly a million and a half. From the 
point of view of law and order, the social life of the 
people, trade and commerce and common public utlUty 
services. Old Delhi and New Delhi constitute an integ¬ 
rated unit and it will be whoUy unrealistic to draw a 
line between the two.” 

I am sorry that this important aspect has thoroughly been over¬ 
looked and extraneous matters are brought into consideration. With¬ 
out the inclusion of the entire New Delhi into the Delhi Corporation, 
I tbinlr the Corporation will be regarded as "truncated” and “moth- 
eaten” and a feeling is bound to grow that a distinction is being made 
even amongst the citizens of one city and some privileged sections 
are being protected. This wUl not be a happy development. 

(2) Aldermen.—I am oppose to the Introduction of aldermen into 
the Corporation. This way of bringing men into elected bodies 
through indirect methods of election ought to be discouraged in all 
spheres more specially in civic matters where a representative is 
required to come into direct contact with the people and has to look 
to the day-to-day needs of his constituency. I also do not see any 
ground to believe that men of outstanding ability will not be chosen 
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byt the people nor do I want to subscribe to the theory that persons 
who are afraid of approaching the people, for that matter direct 
election, should be given any weightage like the one proposed to be 
given in the bill. The alderman, as proposed in this bUl, will enjoy 
all rights of a councillor, even can be elected os a Mayor without 
being responsible to the electorate. This practice which is a carry 
over of the British administration should be stopped. This Is hardly 
a substitute for the demand to increase the strength of the Corpora¬ 
tion to 100. 

(3) Plural Member Constituencies.—It is proposed to introduce 
plural member constituencies for the election of councillors, with 
single distribution vote. While I have no serious objection to pliural 
constituencies in principle, I think that without cumulative vote, it 
will be a negation of democracy and all sections of the community 
might not get representation. Therefore, I would advocate for cumu¬ 
lative system of vote. If that is not acceptable, 1 would prefer single 
member constituencies as is generally in vogue in the matter of 
assembly and Parliament elections. 

(4) Mayor and Deputy Mayor.—Although the term of the Mayor 
and the Deputy Mayor is proposed to be one year, there is no ban 
on the same person being elected to these posts again and again. It 
wUl be a sound principle in democracy to give opportunities to more 
and more persons. I would, therefore, suggest an amendment to the 
effect that no person oan be elected as the Mayor or the Deputy 
Mayor for more than two consecutive terms, 

(6) Elected Ward Councils.—Although the Select Committee has 
agreed to provide ward area committees in clause 39 (40) of the bill, 
I feel that it does not serve any purpose. I am of the opinion that 
municipal administration should be brought es closer to the people 
as possible and the people should be associated with the civic affairs 
in all possible spheres. This would not only facilitate proper dis¬ 
charge of civic duties, but would go a great way in creating civic 
consciousness among the people. I had, therefore, suggested consti¬ 
tution of elected ward councils of an advisory nature comprising of 
mbre than one ward. 

I had made it clear that it would have no executive authority, but 
the elected representatives of a still smaller population might sit 
together along with the elected councillor of the urea concerned to 
discuss their problems in particular and the problems of the corpora¬ 
tion as a whole and their views might be given such consideration 
as may be thought necessary. This is all the more necessary in Delhi, 
since in area, this will be the biggest corporation in our country end 
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further because Delhi has been deprived of a State administration. 
The S.R.C. also suggested: — 

“Municipal autonomy in the form of a Corporation which will 
provide greater local autonomy than is the case in some 
of the important federal capitals is the right and in fact 
the only solution of the problem of Delhi State.” 

In view of these, it is essential that such councils be provided in 
the bill which will be a model not only to other federal capitals, but 
even to other corporations in our country. 

(6) Adult Education and Removal of niiteracy.—1 feel that a 
municipahty should take upon itself the responsibility of adidt 
education and removal of illiteracy within a limited period of time 
and it should be one of its obligatory functions. I want to amend 
clause 42 accordingly. At present, this is included as one of its 
discretionary fimctions. I think a beginning should have been made 
in Delhi where all other facilities are available to make such venture 
a success. 

(7) Delhi Development Authority.—Since the Central Govern¬ 
ment will have supervisory power and even give direction in matters 
connected with the administration of Delhi Corporation, I «m not 
satisfied with the idea of a separate Development authority.

The Delhi Municipal Corporation BUI as it has emerged from the 
Select Committee is doubtless largely improved as compared to the 
original. We also agree with our coUeagues on the Committee that 
the Corporation contemplated by the Bill shall be a great improve¬ 
ment on the present situation of local self-government in Delhi areas 
which is none too happy. 

Nonetheless we are coristrained to disagree with certain features 
of the BUI. Looking from the angle of local self-govemment 
as it at present exists in the Union territory of Delhi, we may feel 
that the BUI makes a big advance. But when one looks at it from the 
angle that the people of Delhi have tUl recently enjoyed a legislature 
and a Government of their own, which they were deprived of, con¬ 
sequent upon reorganisation of States; one cannot escape the feeling 
that the contemplated Corporation does not rise to either the expec¬ 
tations so long nursed by the people or the promises made to them 
at the time of reorganisation.

The States Reorganisation Commission was of the firm opinion 
that—^ 

. . municipal autonomy in the form of a Corporation, 
which will provide greater local autonomy than is the 
case in some of the Important federal capitals, is the 
right and in fact the only ■ solution of the problem of 
Delhi State." 

(S.R.C. Report, para 593, page 161.) 

Delhi was denied a democratic set-up, but was promised a Cor¬ 
poration with “greater local autonomy than is the case in some of 
the important federal capitals”. 

This basic factorv governs our disagreement with certain features 
of the Bill. Hence this note. 

Jurisdiction of the Corporation 

The exclusion of Delhi Cantonment and New Delhi areas from 
the jurisdiction of the contemplated Corporation and more parti¬ 
cularly the separation of New Delhi area has not only no 
rationale behind it but is positively harmful to the growth of civic 
life. All authorities are agreed that this separation is artificial and 
should be done away with. The S.R.C. Report says: 

“From the point of view of law and order, the social life of 
the people, trade and commerce and common public 
utility services, Old Delhi and New Delhi now consti¬ 
tute one integrated unit and it will be wholly unrealis¬ 
tic to draw a line between the two.” 

(S.R.C. Report, para 588, page 160.) 

The Jaundice Committee, appointed in 1956 to enquire into the 
causes of the outbreak of jaundice in that year, says the following: 

“For the satisfactory and efficient maintenance of public 
utilities like roads, sewers, distribution system for 
water, and in the interest of comprehensive and eco¬ 
nomic planning in all spheres of civic activities, a 
unitary authority, having control over the whole area, 
will certainly be able to do much more than what each 
unit of several authorities can accomplish with limit¬ 
ed resources and inadequate technical personnel.” 

(Jaundice Committee Report, para 90, page 41.) 

Even the Delhi Municipal Organisation Enquiry Committee 
(1946) recommended the establishment of a Corporation including 
New Delhi. 

The Government argument is two-fold that the area is largely 
occupied by Government employees and that here largely Govern- 
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men! property is situated. It will not fetch much Income to the 
Corporation and the Government employees shaU not be able to 
contest. But neither argument is convincing. 

Alongside of the Government property with an assessed tax of 
Rs. 75 lakhs there are private buildings in New Delhi whose assess¬ 
ed tax amounts to Rs. 18 lakhs. 

As regards Government employees, they have regular colonies 
in the area under the contemplated Corporation. They will all 
exercise vote without presumably the right to contest. And when 
Government employees exercise their vote in Parliamentary elec¬ 
tions without of course any right to contest and when under clause 
606 of the contemplated Bill they will vote for persons of their 
choice for the electoral college to elect members of Rajya Sabha; 
we do not understand why they should be deprived of a vote of 
civic elections even though they might not contest the elections. 

We therefore strongly feel that this separation of New Delhi is 
artificial and unjustified. We recommend a unified local authorities 
for the entire area. 

Powers of the Corporation 

Here again we cannot reconcile with the obvious contradiction in 
the approach that concedes the transport and the electricity under¬ 
takings to the contemplated Corporation while certain other social 
service departments are denied to it. We do not consider that Delhi 
Municipal Corporation is merely a .‘local body’, we want that It 
should be the “metropolitan authority” of the capital of a great 
country in the world. 

Even the States Reorganisation Commission contemplated that 
“slum clearance, reconstruction, city planning, recreation, transpor¬ 
tation, and primary and secondary education” all fall in the domain 
of municipal enterprise. 

And above all the Corporation of a great city that has been de¬ 
prived of a democratic state set-up could and in our opinion should 
be entrusted with more powers. 

There was a suggestion that such departments like weights and 
measures and shops and establishments should be handed over to 
the Corporation. We think there should be no difficulty in doing 
that. 

But we feel that Secondary Education and Health Administra¬ 
tion should also be integrated with the primary education and 
sanitation under the Corporation. If the Government of India only 
divert the finances to the Corporation that they are at present 
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Spending on Health, Administration and Secondary Education, 
there is no reason why the Corporation should not be able to manage 
tile affairs. 

We are afraid that in the name of, we do not know what, an 
attempt is made to bifurcate the Primary and Secondary Education, 
sanitation and medical aid and city improvement and city develop¬ 
ment. If Primary Education, sanitation and city improvement or 
slum clearance are with the Corporation, Secondary Education, 
medical aid and Delhi development are imder different authorities 
under the Union Government. As regards Delhi Development 
Authority, our views are contained in the note on the report on that 
Bill separately. This bifurcation speciaily in the field of health 
, services is really harmful. That is why even the Bhore Committee 
(1946) suggested a scheme for “modern health administration for a 
Municipal Corporation such as Calcutta, Bombay, etc.” (See Vol. Ill, 
page 107). This model scheme unified within the Corporation all 
the branches of health and sanitation including hospitala and dis¬ 
pensaries, public health, engineering, environ m ental hygiene, 
maternity and child welfare, school health, industrial health, water 
supply, sewage disposal, regulation of markets and eating houses, 
roads and lighting, special health services like control of venereal 
diseases. Malaria, Tuberculosis and mental hygiene, notification and 
control of communicable diseases and even administration of auxi- 
liai'y services. 

Such is the integrated scheme of modern health administration 
for a Corporation. 

Why could it not be tried in the metropolis of India? To thos* 
‘critics’ of Local Self-Government who only apprehend inefficiency 
if Corporation is to look after the civic health we commend the 
note of Shri P. N. Sapru (now our distinguished colleague in Rejya 
Sabha) to the Bhore Committee Report (Vol. II, page 334). In his 
stout defence of the local self-government he asserts emphatically 
that “an experiment should not be tried which wouid strike at the 
very foundations of local self-government.” He has suggested for 
Delhi an “autonomous Corporation” as the “supreme governing body 
for the area concerned” with a “Standing Health Committee” and 
such other committees with delegated powers. 

We are also unable to see our way to appreciate the more or 
less complete bifurcation of the executive and deliberative functions 
of the Corporation. We find the Commissioner to be the supreme 
executive officer and the Mayor only a titular dignitary. While the 
Corporation is directly responsible to the people by virtue of the 
councillors being elected on adult franchise, it has no direct execu¬ 
tive control over the affairs. This must cause friction and lead to 
inefficiency.

We strongly feel that neither the combination of executive and 
deliberative functions in the older set up in Delhi was the cause of 
all the ills of municipal administration nor the contemplated more 
or less complete separation of the two will be the remedy for those 
ills. A balance has to be struck in the interest of both democracy 
and efficiency, 

Tokyo’s metropolitan authority eloquently suggests that the 
Mayor could be the executive head, and the two functions in spite 
of their so-called distinct nature are not really so much separate or 
divorced in character as to necessitate a sort of bifurcation. Demo¬ 
cracy and bureaucracy could not be equated and assigned more 
or less different fields of activity. Democracy has to be the govern¬ 
ing authority. 

We, therefore, feel that the Bill needs revision in this respect. 
Even if the Mayor is to continue as the titular dignitary, the Chair¬ 
man of the Standing Commithe could be made the executive heart 
of the Corporation. 

Authorities under the Corporation 

We very strong feel that the Education Committee, the Health 
Committee and the Rural Areas Committee should be authorities 
under the Corporation. These Committees have distinct and major 
civic functions to discharge. Only when they are raised to the 
status of authorities under the Corporation, will they have suffi¬ 
cient scope and power to discharge the respective obligations. 

Even as regards the composition of the Transport, the Electricity 
and Water supply and Sewage Committee we have to differ with 
some of our colleagues on the Committee, While we concede the 
indispensability of the expert official element in this Committee, we 
strongly feel that the representation of the Corporation on these 
Committees should be increased substantially. We are not satisfied 
with the amended position that after the second muhicipal election 
the Central Government may review the position with an aim to 
increase the elected representation upto six among a total of t) 
members. 

Aldermen and Mode of Election 

We are unable to reconcile ourselves to the proposal of Introduc¬ 
ing indirectly elected element in an otherwise directly elected Cor¬ 
poration. When the democratic method Is approved to be the best 
judge of talent, why have the. provision for aldermen. Much more 
so are we not agreeable to the indirectly elected element being 
treated on an equal footing with the directly elected Committees. 

As regards the mode of election we stand for the sj^stem of 
plural Constituencies and cumulative voting as obtaining in 
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Bombay Corporation, The Committee have accepted Plural wards 
but are not agreeable to cumulative vote. We feel that cumulative 
voting system is next best after the proportional representation on 
the basis of single transferable vote. This system has worked very 
well in Bombay and could with benefit be introduced in Delhi. 

Municipal Funds and Taxation 

In this connection we appreciate the fact that the Committee has 
been guided by the desire to provide as many funds as possible to 
the Corporation. That is why they have suggested a rational termi¬ 
nal tax structure to be worked out later and also allocation of funds 
from the returns of stamp duty and so on. Nevertheless we feel 
that the Tax structure needs a revision from the point of view of 
progressive taxation and relief to the lower income groups. Even 
the Local Finance Enquiry Committee (1951) is in favour of a pro¬ 
gressive scale for property tax adoptablo at the discretion of the 
Corporation concerned. (Paragraph 181, page 74), As regards 
exemptions to lower income group.s even the Taxation Enquiry Com¬ 
mittee recommended such an exemption firstly on the basis of a 
standard of living that deserves exemption and secondly because In 
these cases the cost of collection is out of proportion to the actual 
yield of collection. We see that property with an assessment of a 
hundred rupees might bo exempted according to the amended bill 
but we feel the exemption limit is very low. 

We also feel that the other taxes like the Professional Tax should 
be graduated with exemptions for lower income groups. Only a 
graduated tax is rational in a society that allows major unevennesw 
in incomes and standards. 

The other point that we wish to make in this connection is that 
complete immunity from taxation enjoyed by Government property 
looks a bit incongruous with the democratic set up in the country- 
Even the Local Finance Enquiry Committee was opposed to this in 
principle while conceding that if the Union Government property is 
to continue to enjoy the immunity an equivalent grant has to be 
provided to the local body. (Paras. 560 and 561, page 197). 

The Local Finance Enquiry Committee has also objected to the 
exemption, of Central Govt, property from betterment charge. If 
this is to continue, the Committee wants it to be compensated by 
an equivalent grant. (Para 563, page 198). 

Another point that we wish to make ouj in this regard is that 
the experience is that every time only new taxes are levied and old 
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ones are not reviewed. The taxes are thus piled up to the dis¬ 
advantage of lower groups. Even the scheme of the present Bill 
suggests fresh taxes like say the Fire Tax that will be an obligatory 
tax. 

What we suggest is that a periodical enquiry and review and 
most certainly one immediately, is very necessary to go into the tax 
structure as a whole, the returns from various strata, the difficulties 
of the poor and the capacities of the rich, the collection machinery, 
its cost and its defects etc. On the basis of such an enquiry the 
adjustments in the rates should be made even in the case of old 
taxes so that the poor strata do not feel the burden and the more 
‘fortunate’ ones contribute effectively for the development of the 
oivic life and amenities. 

Such are our views concerning some of the aspects of the very 
scheme of the Bill. 

We commend them for the consideration of the two Houses of 
Parliament.

The Delhi Municipal Corporation Bill as it has come out of the 
Joint Committee, has fallen short of the expectations of all con¬ 
cerned particularly the people of Delhi. 

The States Reorganization Commission most emphatically sug¬ 
gested a unified high powered democratic Corporation both for 
Delhi and New Delhi. To exclude New Delhi from the purview of 
the Corporation on the ground that there are large number of Gov¬ 
ernment buildings and that mostly Government officials reside 
there does not appeal to me. It is not the Government servants 
alone that form the population of New Delhi. There are the family 
members of the Government Officials and their servants besides 
shop keepers, businessmen and others doing various jobs. To def¬ 
ranchise them for the purpose of civic administration is most un¬ 
democratic, when they exercise their voting right in the General 
Election while electing their representatives to the Parliament 

When New Delhi will have to depend on the Corporation for its 
supply of water and electricity and when a common transport sys¬ 
tem would be vzorking, it will not be wise to exclude New Delhi 
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from the orbit of the Corporation. After all, New Delhi and Old 
Delhi form one city. After the old Moghul walls are demolished, 
it is difficut to distinguish where New Delhi ends and where old 
Delhi begins. For all purposes both together should be called 
‘Delhi’, as we are so proud of its name. “New Delhi” Is an imperial 
coinage and remainds our bondage. 

The proposal to set up a separate statutory body for the develop¬ 
ment of Delhi as propo.sed by the Delhi ' Development bill is a 
retrograde measure in my opinion. It will create good deal of 
confusion and conflict of authority. Development of Delhi should 
be a part of the various activities of the Delhi Corporation. The 
argument that burdening the Corporation with this work will 
stunt its growth, is not convincing; on the other hand it will create 
great enthusiasm which is so much needed for the successful work¬ 
ing of the Corporation.

Ever since the abolition of Democratic Set-Up in Delhi, there has 
been general disappointment and frustration among the people of 
Delhi. They have been, however, looking forward with high expec¬ 
tations towards the formation of a full-fledged integrated and demo¬ 
cratic civic administration though it could not be a substitute for a 
democratic set-up at State level. This disappointment of all con¬ 
cerned has become even more marked after the introduction of the 
Corporation Bill which does not at all fulfil the aspirations of the 
people either in respect of composition, jurisdiction or in regard to 
powers and functions. The utility, scope and powers of the various 
provisions of the Bill have, in the absence of legislature to be con¬ 
sidered in a different context from a corporation coming in an ordi¬ 
nary way. Even the Territorial Council Bill for the territory of 
Himnchal Pradesh and Manipur is better, at least in its scope, powers 
and functions. I am sorry to observe that the Bill is suffering from 
major defects in certain respects and is rather antiquated and 
bureaucratic in approach and is not consonant with the spirit of the 
report of the States Reorganisation Commission. 

Some of the areas of New Delhi and the whole of cantonment have 
been excluded from the limits of Corporation for no valid reasons. 
Apprehensions of fall in the standard of services and inadequacy of 
funds appenr to be the sole consideration for resorting to such a 
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retrograde step. The fears are more imaginary than real- Mainte¬ 
nance of essential services, e.g. water, sewage and electricity will 
largely depend upon the efficient working of the controlling autho¬ 
rity, e g. Joint Water «nd Sewage Board and Delhi State Electri¬ 
city Board which will form part of the proposed Corporation. Simi¬ 
larly the Union Government will be subsidising the New Delhi 
Municipal Committee which will obviously be a liability. The 
Union Government can ^easily or conveniently pay a specific grant 
to the Corporation for defraying the expenditure on municipal ser¬ 
vices in the area now proposed to be excluded, and the Corporation 
will naturally require much less financial support than a small body 
for this purpose. Consistent with the avowed policy of integrated 
administration, economy and efficiency and principal of local demo¬ 
cracy, it was expected that no area of the Union Territory and the 
work of Development would be excluded from the purview of the 
Corporation, 

3. The existence of Delhi Development Authority as a separate 
body working alongside the Corporation has not been liked by any¬ 
body, I can easily foresee that it would be rather difficult for the 
Delhi Development Authority to function smoothly to achieve their 
object when the services on which development plans will hinge 
will be controlled and administered by the Corporation. I am un¬ 
able to understand the utility ol a separate Authority when the basic 
function of preparing a Master Plan will continue to be performed by 
the Union Government and also when Development projects will 
largely be carried out by the Central Public Works Department 
directly. Even the States Rooi’ganisation Commission report, the 
shelter of which was taken to abolish the democratic set up in Delhi, 
had recommended that urban problems such as Slum Clearance, Re¬ 
construction and City Planning all fall within the domain of Muni¬ 
cipal enterprise. Abolition of all other authorities to establish an 
unified administration in the interests of economy and efficiency 
could only be the practical approach. It is argued that Develop¬ 
ment will involve heavy financial burden which the Corporation 
may not be able to bear. This appears to be a fallacious argument. 
The correct answer lies in setting up a Statutory Improvement and 
Development Committee under the Corporation on the lines of the 
Electricity and Transport authorities and the Union Government 
can conveniently advance loans/grants to the Corporation instead 
of to the Delhi Development Authority for the specific purpose. 
This will not only be legitimate but also ensure coordination and 
smooth progress of the development projects. Delays which have 
an adverse psychological effect on the municipal populations and 
their representatives and thus engender in them a spirit of apathy 
and helplessness will be inevitable, rather the order of the day, if 
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the Delhi Development Authority is allowed to function as a sepa¬ 
rate body. 

4, The provision of Medical and Health Services and pre-univer¬ 
sity education should be the function and responsibility of the Corpo¬ 
ration as these facilities concern and relate to the daily life and 
needs of the people- Had there been a democratic set-up at the 
State level, the position would have been different. In the absence 
of any such popular set-up, it is but essential that all such func¬ 
tions as contribute to the people’s welfare should be entrusted to a 
representative body responsible to the people, and not to a bureau¬ 
cratic machinery. 

b. To meet the running expenditure resulting from the above 
inentioned additional functions, the sources of revenues like Stamps^ 
Registration, Sales Tax, Land Revenue should also be made avail¬ 
able to the Corporation as the income derived therefrom should 
legitimately be spent on the health and welfare of the people of 
Delhi. 

6. To avoid wasteful expenditure on the collection by levy of 
taxes like Motor Vehicles, Entertainment and Betting Taxes, which 
will be done by the Government, the responsibility should be 
entrusted to the Corporation as it is envisaged to pass on the entire 
proceeds to the Corporation. This will not only be an economical 
and efficient arrangement but also ensure a more proper and effec¬ 
tive control and collection of the legitimate dues. 

7. I am constrained to observe that even the Bombay Corpora¬ 
tion Model has not been strictly followed in the matter of formation 
of Committees for such important and basic functions as Education, 
City Improvement, Health. Unless they are given statutory 
character as in Bombay, it will be wishful thinking to expect effective 
and better results from them. On the same analogy Rural Areas 
Committee should be given a statutory status. It is really strange 
that this Committee has been specifically mentioned in the Bill but 
no powers and responsibilities have been assigned to it like other 
Statutory Committees, In fact this Committee should be given a 
statutory character and be made responsible for all matters relating 
l,'3 rural areas, including the work of Development and the adminis¬ 
tration of Panchayat Raj etc. 

8. Above all, provision of nominations by the Government on the 
Statutory Bodies like, Electricity, Water Supply and Sewage and 
Transport Committee has negatived elected representatives on them. 
This is not only a retrograde step but an indefensible provision 
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which does not exist even in Bombay Corporation Act which is the 
model adopted in framing the Delhi Corporation Bill. 

9. It is also suggested that the administration of Acts like Shaps 
Sc Establishment, Weights and Measures should be entrusted to the 
Corporation as they relate to subjects a kin to licensing of trades, 
regulation of markets etc. 

10, Last but not the least important is the concentration of powers 
in the hands of the Municipal Commissioner. The chief elected 
representatives i.e. Mayor/Deputy Mayor and Chairmen of various 
Committees have been reduced to mere figure-heads. The least that 
can be said about this is that in the present age of democracy it is 
an anachronism which should be removed. It is inconsistent to 
combine universal adult suffrage and autonomy with any high 
degree of regulation, control and interference by bureaucracy. The 
ultimate success of democracy will depend on the successful estab¬ 
lishment and operation of virile and really democratic institutions 
at the local level, the growth of which is bound to be impeded if a 
distrust in the elected representative is displayed in this manner. 

In the present political situation obtaining in Delhi, the proposed 
Corporation fvill, in a nut-shell, be a mere show-piece of democracy 
and will in no way fulfil the aspirations of the people of Delhi among 
whom feelings of frustration and disappointment have already set 
in.

CHAPTER Xn 

■Water supply, drainage and sewage disposal ^5 

General 

Definitions. 210. In this Chapter, unless the context otherwise requires, the 
following words and expressions in relation to water supply shall 
have the respective meanings given below, namely: — 

(1) “communication pipe” means,— 3° 

(a) where the premises supplied with water abut on 
the part of the street in which the main is laid, and the 
service pipe enters those premises otherwise than through 
the outer wall of a building abutting on the street and has 
n stopcock placed in those premises and as near to the 35 
boundary of that street as is reasonably practicable, so much 
of the service pipe as lies between the main and that stop¬ 
cock; 
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(b) in any other case, so much of the service pipe as lies 
between the main and the boundary of the street in which 
the main is laid, and includes the ferrule at the junction 
of the service pipe with the main, and also— 

5 (i) where the communication pipe ends at a stop¬ 

cock, that stopcock; and 

(it) any stopcock fitted on the communication pipe 
between the end thereof and the main; 

(2) “main” means a pipe laid by the Corporation for the 
10 purpose of giving a general supply of water as distinct from a 

supply to individual consumers and includes any apparatus used 
in connection with such a pipe; 

(3) “service pipe” means so much of any pipe for supplying 
water from a main to any premises as is subject to water pres- 

^5 sure from that main, or would be so subject but for the closing 
of some tap; 

(4) “supply pipe” means so much of any service pipe as is 
not a communication pipe; 

(5) “trunk main” means a main constructed for the purpose 
20 of conveying water from a source of supply to a filter or 

reservoir or from one filter or reservoir to another filter or 
reservoir, or for the purpose of conveying water in bulk from 
one part of the limits of supply to another part of those limits, 
or for the purpose of giving or taking a supply of water in bulk; 

25 (6) “water fittings” includes pipes (other than mains), taps, 

cocks, valves, ferrules, meters, cisterns, baths and other similar 
apparatus used in connection with the supply and use of water, 

211. The Central Government may require the Corporation to— 

(a) carry out a survey of the existing consumption of and 
30 demand for water supplies in Delhi and of the water resources 

in or available for Delhi; 

(b) prepare an estimate of the future water supply require¬ 
ments of Delhi;

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(ii) the existing or future sewage disposal requirements 
in Delhi including proposals for the manner In which and 
the place or places at which such sewage should be carried, 
treated and disposed of.

works. is of opinion that the works and other properties for the time being 
vested in the Corporation for the purpose of Delhi Water Supply 
and Sewage Disposal Undertaking are inadequate for the purpose 
of sufficient supply of water or for the purpose of the efficient dis¬ 
posal of sewage under this Act, it may take steps in accordance with 10 
the provisions of this Act for the construction of additional works, 
whether within or without the local limits of the Corporation and 
for the acquisition of additional properties for such works.

(c) thereof, as to whether a public supply can be provided at a reason¬ 
able cost, the Corporation shall determine that question and thereupon

(3) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-section (1), the 
Commissioner shall, for the purpose of securing, so far as is reason¬ 
ably practicable, that every house has available a sufficient supply 
of wholesome water for domestic purposes, exercise his powers 
under this Act of requiring the owners of houses to provide a sup¬ 
ply of water thereto,

(6) No licensed plumber shall, for any work referred to in sub¬ 
section (5), demand or receive more than the charges prescribed 
therefor under that sub-section. 

(7) The Corporation shall make bye-laws providing for— 

30 (a) the exercise of adequate control on all licensed plumbers' 

(b) the inspection of all works carried out by them; and 

(c) the hearing and disposal of complaints made by the 
owners or occupiers of premises with regard to the quality of 
work done, material used, delay in execution of work, and the 

35 charges made, bv a licensed plumber. 

(8) No licensed plumber shall contravene any of the bye-law« 
made under this section or execute carelessly or negligently any 
work under this Act or make use of bad materials, appliances or 
flttinga. 
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(9) If any licensed plumber contravenes sub-section ( 8 ), hii 
licence may be suspended or cancelled whether he ii prosecuted 
under this Act or not. 

273. (7) No person shall— 

(a) wilfully obstruct any person acting under the authority 5 
of the Corporation, the Delhi Water Supply and Sewage Dis¬ 
posal Committee or the Commissioner, In setting out the lines 
of any works or pull up or remove any pillar, post or stake fixed 
in the ground for the purpose of setting out lines of such work, 

or deface or destroy any works made for the same purpose; or 10 

(b) wilfully or negligently break. Injure, turn on, open, 
close, shut off or otherwise interfere with any lock, cock, valve, 
pipe, meter or other work or apparatus belonging to the Corpo¬ 
ration; or 

(c) unlawfully obstruct the flow of, or flush, draw off, or 15 
divert, or take water from any water work belonging to the 
Corporation or any water course by which any such water work 

Is supplied; or 

(d) unlawfully obstruct the flow of or flush, draw off, 
divert or take sewage from any sewage work belonging to the 20 
Corporation or break or damage any electrical transmission 
line maintained by the Corporation; or 

(e) obstruct any officer or other employee of the Corporation 
in the discharge of his duties under this Chapter or refuse or 
wilfully neglect to furnish him with the means necessary for 25 
the making of any entry, inspection, examination or inquiry 
thereunder tn relation to any water or sewage work; or 

(/) bathe in, at or upon any water work or wash or throw 
or cause to enter therein any animal, or throw any rubbish, 
dirt or filth Into any water work or wash or clean therein any 30 
cloth, wool or leather or the skin of any animal, or cause the 
water of any sink, or drain or any steam-engine or boiler or 
any polluted water to turn or be brought into any water work, 
or do any other act whereby the water in any water work Is 
fouled or likely to be fouled. 

(2) Nothing in clause (b) of sub-section (I) shall apply to a 
consumer closing the stopcock fixed on the service pipe supplying 
water to his premises so long as he has obtained the consent of 
any other consumer whose supply will be affected thereby.

Electricity supply 

274 . In this Chapter, unless the context otherwise requires,— Definldone.

persons other than licensees for whom immediately before the 
establishment of the Corporation the Delhi State Electricity 
Board constituted under the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948, waa 
providing, or competent to provide, such supplies under that 
ao Act; and 

(c) for preparing and carrying out in accordance with rules 
made in this behalf schemes for the generation and supply of 
electricity; 

Provided that without the previous permission of the Central 
25 Government the Corporation or the Delhi Electric! Supply Com¬ 
mittee, or the General Manager (Electricity), shall not— 

I 

(i) give up any scheme prepared and sanctioned by the 
Delhi State Electricity Board; or 

(ii) give up or slow down execution of any work undertaken 
30 in pursuance of any such scheme. 

(2) In the discharge of its functions in relation to electricity 
supply, the Delhi Electric Supply Committee shall, as far as practi¬ 
cable— 

(a) promote the use of all economical methods of generating, 

35 transmitting and distributing electricity; 
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(b) secure the development of supplies of electricity; 

(c) secure the extension of supphes of electricity to areas 
without such supplies; 

(d) promote the standardisation of systems of supply and 

types of electrical fittings; 5 

(e) promote the simplification and standardisation of 
methods of charge for supplies of electricity. 

276^. (1) The Delhi Electric Supply Committee may take steps in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act to manufacture, purchase, 
sell or let on hire on the execution of a hire-purchase agreement or jq 
otherwise, any electrical machinery, control gear, fittings, wires or 
apparatus for lighting, heating, cooling or motive power or for any 
other purpose for which electricity can or may be used, or any indus¬ 
trial or agricultural machinery operated by electricity, and to Inatal, 
connect, repair, maintain or remove such machinery, control gear, 
fittings, wires or apparatus and in respect thereof demand and take 
such remimeration or rents and charges and make such terms and 
conditions as it deems fit. 

(2) The Committee may also maintain shops and show rooms for 

the display, sale or hire of machinery, control gear, fittings, wires ao 
or apparatus as aforesaid, conduct displays, exhibitions and demons¬ 
trations thereof and generally do all things, including advertising 
incidental to the sale or hire of such machinery, control gear, fittings, 
wires and apparatus and to the promotion and encouragement of 
the use of electricity. 25 

(3) Moneys received and expended in connection with any under¬ 
takings under this section shall be shown separately in the Electric 
Supply Accounts. 

277. Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Corporation shall 

in respect of the whole of the Union territory of Delhi, have all 30 
the powers and obligations of a licensee under the Indian Electricity 
Act, 1910, and this Chapter shall be deemed to be the licence of the 
Corporation for the purposes of that Act; 

Provided that nothing in sections 3 to 11 of, or in clauses I to 
IX of the Schedule to, that Act relating to the duties and obligations 35 
of a licensee shall apply to the Corporation. 

278. (J) The Delhi Electric Supply Committee may take steps in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act,— 

(a) to construct or acquire in any part of the Union teiritorj^ 
of Delhi subject to the provisions of the Indian Electricity Act, 40 
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1910, or of any other law for the time being in force, under¬ 
takings for the generation or supply of electricity and for 
electric traction, and enter into any agreement with any person 
for the supply of electricity to or by the Corporation; 

5 (b) to construct buildings or works of every description 

necessary or desirable for the maintenance, operation and deve¬ 
lopment of the Delhi Electric Supply Undertaking in any part 
of the Union territory of Delhi; 

(c) to purchase or take on lease or hire or otherwise acquire 
any movable property or immovable property or any rights in 
any such property in any part of the Union territory of Delhi. 

(2) The General Manager (Electricity) shall, on behalf of the 
Corporation, exercise all the powers and be subject to all the obli¬ 
gations of a licensee under the Indian Electricity Act, 1910, or any 
^5 other law for the time being in force relating to the generation or 
supply of electricity 

279 . (/) For the purpose of carrying out, renewing and repairing Power of 
works in connection with the Delhi Electric Supply Undertaking, renewmg'^'^'’ 
the General Manager (Electricity) may, in any part of the Union 
20 territory of Delhi, exercise the same powers as under the provisions 
of Chapter XII the Commissioner may exercise for carrying out, 
renewing and repairing works relating to water supply or sewage 
disposal subject to the same restrictions as are by this Act imposed 
on the exercise of such powers. 

25 (2) When a work undertaken by the General Manager (Electri¬ 

city) involves the opening or breaking up of any street, such work 
shall not be commenced and carried out except in consultation with 
the Commissioner or with such officer as the Commissioner may 
designate in this behalf. 

3° ^0. (f) No building, wall or other structure shall be newly Restricti<m 

erecjted and no street or railway shall be constructed o\^er, or In and'^oth^ 
such a manner as to interfere with, any work constructed or main- 
tained for the purposes of the Delhi Electric Supply Undertaking the woik of 
exccjpt with the written permission of the General Manager (Electri- 
35 city). 

(2) The General Manager (Electricity) may, with the approval 
of the Delhi Electric Supply Committee cause any building, wall 
or other structure erected, or any street or railway constructed 
in contravention of sub-section ( 1 ), to be removed or otherwise dealt 
40 with as he deems fit, and the expenses incurred therefor shall be

(2) There shall be stated in every application for permission 
under this section such particulars as the Corporation may reason¬ 
ably require of the station, plant or works, as the case may be, In 
respect of which it is made, and where permission is given thereto, 25 
in acting in pursuance of such permission the applicant shall not, 
without the further permission of the Corporation, make any 
material variation in the particulars so stated 

283 . Subject to the provisions of any law for the time being in 
force, charges shall be leviable for the supply of electricity by the 30 
Corporation at such rates as may, from time to time, be fixed by the 
Delhi Electric Supply Committee with the approval of the Corpora¬ 
tion. 
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these authorities as the Corporation may, with the approval of the 
Central Government, determine. 
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285. The New Delhi Municipal Committee or, as the case may 
be, the Military Engineer Services, Delhi Cantonment, shall pay 
for the electricity supplied to it the actual cost of supply of such

shall be deemed to be dissolved on, the date of the establishment 
of the Corporation under this Act. 

(2) On the dissolution of the Board— 

(o) the provisions of the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948, 
15 relating to State Electricity Boards shall cease to have effect m 
the Union territory of Delhi; and 

(b) the other provisions of that Act shall have effect therein 
as if the Delhi State Electricity Board had never been consti¬ 
tuted.

(a) “road transport service” means a service carrying 
passengers or goods or both by road in vehicles for hire or

and includes a tram car, a troUey-vehicle and a trailor; 

(c) words and expressions used but not defined in this 
30 Chapter and defined in the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939, have the 

meanings assigned to them in that Act. 

288. It shall be the general duty of the Delhi Transport Com- 
mlitee to take steps from time to time for providing or securing or 
promoting the provision of an efficient, adequate, economical and 

3 j properly co-ordinated system of road transport services for passen¬ 
gers and goods in the Union territory of Delhi and in any area to 
which the operation of any road transport service of the Corporation 
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has been extended (hereafter in this Chapter referred to as “ex¬ 
tended area”) in the manner provided in section 292 and for that 
purpose— 

(a) to operate road transport services in the Union territory 
of Delhi and in any extended area; 

(b) to provide for any ancillary service. 

289. (7) The Delhi Transport Committee may take steps in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act— 

(a) to manufacture, purchase, maintain and repair rolling- 
stock, vehicles, appliance'-, plant, equipment or any other thing 10 
required for the efficient operation of the Delhi Transport 
Undertaking; 

(b) to acquire in accordance wnth schemes prepared under 
this Act either compulsorily in accordance with such procedure 

as may be prescribed by bye-laws made in this behalf or by 15 
agreement, whether absolutely or for any period, the whole or 
any part of any transport service operated by any other person 
to the extent to which the activities thereof consist of the opera¬ 
tion of road transport services or ancillary services in the 
Union territory of Delhi or in any extended area; 20 

(c) to construct buildings or works of every description 
necessary or desirable for the maintenance, operation and 
development of the Delhi Transport Undertaking; 

(d) to dispose of scrap vehicles, old tyres, used oils and any 

other stores of scrap value; 25 

(e) to purchase vehicles of such type as may be suitable for 
ij'ie in the road transport services operated under this Act; 

(/) to purchase or otherwise secure by agreement vehicles, 
garages, sheds, office buildings, depots, land, workshops, equip¬ 
ment, tools, accessories to and spare parts for vehicles or any 30 
other article owned or possessed by any dealer or the owner of 
any other transport service; 

, 0 ) to do anything for the purpose of advancing the skill 
of persons employed for the purpose of the Undertaking or the 
efficiency of the equipment necessary for the Undertaking or 
of the manner in which that equipment is operated, including the 
provision of facilities for training, education and research; 
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(h) to enter into and carry out agreements with any person 
carrying on business as a carrier of passengers or goods pro¬ 
viding for the carriage of passengers or goods on behalf of the 
Corporation by that other person at a through fare or freight; 

5 (i) to do all other things to facilitate the proper carrying on 

of the business of the Undertaking. 

(2) Nothing in this section ^shall be construed as authorising the 
Corporation or the Delhi Transport Committee or the General 
Manager (Transport) except with the previous permission of the 
Central Government,— 

(a) to manufacture or maintain anything which is not 
required directly or indirectly for use for the purpose of the 
Undertaking or to repair, store or provide any service for, any 
vehicle which does not belong to the Corporation or is not used 

15 directly or indirectly for the purpose of the Undertaking; 

(b) to purchase any vehicle for the purpose of sale to any 
person, or to sell or supply to any person lubricants, spare parts 
or equipment for, or accessories to, vehicles; 

(c) to let vehicles on hire for the carriage of passengers or 
goods save as expressly provided by or under this Act. 

(3) The Delhi Transport Committee shall, with the previous 
approval of the Corporation and in the case of road transport service 
operated in any extended area also with the previous approval of 
the Government of the State within which such extended area Is 

25 situated, determine the fares and freights for the carriage of 
passengers and goods in any road transport service operated under 
this Act. 

290 . With a view to developing road transport services op any Preparation 
route or in any area within the Union territorv of Delhi, the Gen- 

30 eral Manager (Transport) may, from time to time, prepare 
schemes not inconsistent with this Act for starting new road trans- 
pdrt services or augmenting its existing road transport services on 
sqch route or in such area in which provision may be made for all 
or any of the following matters, namely: — 

35 (a) the purchase of chassis of motor vehicles or vehicles of 

a suitable type; 

(b) the making of arrangements for building suitable types 
of bodies for vehicles; 

(c) the erection of stands and sheds for passengers and 

40 goods; 
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(d) the purchase of equipment, tools and spare parts for, 
and accessories to, vehicles; and 

(e) such supplemental, incidental and consequential provi¬ 

sions as may appear necessary or expedient for any of the 
purposes aforesaid, 5 

291. (1) The General Manager (Transport) shall, after a scheme 
has been prepared under section 2^, obtain the advice of the Delhi 
Transport Committee thereon and place the scheme with the advice 
before the Corporation. 

(2) The Corporation may, after considering the advice so 10 
obtained either sanction the scheme without modifications or with 
such modifications as it may deem necessary or reject the scheme. 

292. (7) If the General Manager (Transport) considers it to be 
expedient in the public interest to extend the operation of any of 
the road transport services to any area within another State he 15 
may, with the previous approval of the Delhi Transport Committee 
and the Corporation, negotiate with the Government of that State 
regarding the proposed extension. 

(2) If the Government of that State approves the proposed ex¬ 
tension, the General Manager (Transport) shall prepare a scheme 20 
for the purpose and submit the same to the Corporation for its 
approval through the Delhi Transport Committee. 

(3) T^er the scheme has been approved by the Corporation, it 
shall be competent for the General Manager (Transport) to extend 
the operation of the road transport service to such area and when 25 
the operation of such service is so extended, he shall operate the 
service in that area subject to the provisions of any law in force in 
the State within which such area is situated, 

293. The General Manager (Transport) may, from time to time, 
alter”or extend a scheme by a supplementary scheme prepared and 30 
sanctioned in the manner provided in the foregoing provisions of 
this Chapter. 

294. In carrying on the Delhi Transport Undertaking, the 

General Manager (Transport) shall act as far as possible on busi¬ 
ness principles. 35 
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295 . The Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (in this section referred to as 
the said Act) shall have effect subject to the following provisions, 
namely: — 

(a) the Central Government may, by notification in the 
5 Official Gazette, authorise subject to such terms and conditions 

if any, as it may deem fit to impose, any person to exercise and 
perform to the exclusion of the Licensing Authority, Register¬ 
ing Authority, Motor Vehicles Inspector, Traffic Inspector, 
Regional Transport Authority or State Transport Authority, as 
10 the case may be, and without following the procedure laid down 
for the purpose in the said Act all or such of the powers, func¬

of Delhi or by the State Transport Authority, Delhi, and is valid 
25 within the whole or any part of that territory and any order so 
passed shall be final; 

(c) if the Central Government, by order in writing so 
directs, any Regional Transport Authority within the Union 
territory of Delhi or the State Transport Authority, Delhi, sh ill 

30 not grant, countersign or renew any permit under Chapter IV 
of the said Act other than a private carrier’s permit; 

(d) the Central Government may, by order in writing, 
exempt the motor vehicles of the Corporation or the employees 
of the Undertaking from the provisions of the said Act or of 
any rules made thereunder relating to the carrying of certificates 
of registration and fitness. 
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296 . The Central Government may, by order in writing, exempt 
all or any of the vehicles of the Corporation from payment of any 
tolls or other charges leviable under any enactment for the use of 
the road within the Union territory of Delhi.

CHAPTER XV 
Streets 


Construction, maintenance and improvement of streets 

Vesting of 298 . (1) All streets within Delhi which are or at any time become 
public stioets public streets, and the pavements, stones and other materials there- 

Corporation: 

Provided that no public street which immediately before the 
commencement of this Act vested in the Union shall, unless the 20 
Central Government with the consent of the Corporation so directs, 
vest in the Corporation by virtue of this sub-section.

(g) to convert two or more tenements in a building Into a 
greater or lesser number; 

(h) to convert into a stall, shop, warehouse or godown 
stable, factory or garage any building not originally constructed 
for use as such or which was not so used before the change; 
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(i) to convert a building which when originally construct¬ 
ed was legally exempt from the operations of any building 
regulations contained in this Act or in any bye-laws made 
thereunder or in any other law, into a building which had It 
been originally erected in Its converted form, would have been ^ 
subject to such building regulations; 

(j) to convert into or use as a dwelling house any building 
which has been discontinued as or appropriated for any purpose 
other than, a dwelling house.

(c) place or cause to be placed in a dustbin or other recep¬ 
tacle for the deposit of rubbish, any matter which he knows to 20 
have been exposed to infection from a dangerous disease and 
which has not been disinfected properly; 

(d) throw or cause to be thrown into any latrine or urinal 
any matter which he knows to have been exposed to infection 
from a dangerous disease and which has not been disinfected 25 
properly. 

386 . Where any person has died from any dangerous disease the 
Commissioner may, by notice in writing— 

(a) require any person having charge of the corpse to 
convey the same to a mortuary thereafter to be disposed of in 30 
accordance with law, or 

(b) prohibit the removal of corpses from the place where 
death occurred except for the purpose of being burnt, burled or 
for being conveyed to a mortuary. 

Special conditions regarding essential services

(m) the sale, letting or exchange of any property comprised 
in the scheme; 

30 (n) any other matter for which, in the opinion of the Com¬ 

missioner it is expedient to make provision with a view to the 
improvement of the area to which the scheme relates. 

(2) Where any land is designated in an Improvement scheme as 
subject to acquisition or is required by the scheme to be kept as an 

35 open space, then, if at the expiration of ten years from the date of 
sanction of the scheme by the Central Government under sub-section 
( 2 ) of section 427, the land is not acquired by the Commissioner, the 
owner of the land may serve on the Commissioner a notice requiring 
his interest in the land to be so acquired. 
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(3) If the Commissioner fails to acquire the land within a period 
of six months from the receipt of the notice, the improvement 
scheme shell have effect after the expiration of the said six months 
as if the land were not designated as subject to acquisition by the 
Commissioner or were not required to be kept as an open space.
